RECORD OF DAY'S DISASTERS. 


“Avalanche 
Park City, 3 5 


Ariz., Jen. 28.—[ Special. At 
least twenty persons were killed or burned 
to death in the wreckage of a head on col- 
lision between the Sunset Limited and 
the Cresecent City express on the Southern 
Pacific railrond, thirteen miles east of 
Tucson, at 8 o'clock this morning. 

Of the twenty charred and mangled bodies 

90 far taken from the wreck only four can 
be identified. Three are trainmen and the 
fourth is J. M. Hilton, a capitalist of Cam- 
bridge, Maes. The other sixteen bodies are 
burned beyond recognition. 
It is believed that at least ten more bodies 
are still buried in the mass of twisted and 
tangled steel. The twenty dead bodies have 
been brought to Tucson. ' 

Thirty persons were injured, the most se- 
riousty hurt being Fred Donahue of Battle 
Creek, Mich, Abe Silverton of New Tork, and 
Frederico Romero of Juarez, Mex. 


Caused by Operator’s Neglect. 

The disaster was caused by the neglect of 
Night Operator George Clough, at Vail's sta- 
tion, to stop the west bound train as ordered. 

The Sunset limited,’’ which was several 
hours late and running as No. 9, stopped at 
Vail’» station at 2:40 o'clock thie morning. 
K was in charge of Conductor G. W. Parker 
and Engineer Jake Bruce, one of the oldest 
and best known enginemen in Arizona. 

The conductor and engineer were furnished 
with orders to pass ah east bound freight 
train at Wilmot station. 

There was another order at Vail's station 
one to meet train No. 8, known as the Cres- 
cent City, express, east bound, at Edmond. 
This order, which was the important one, the 
operator failed to deliver and the limited 
passed out without the right of way and with 
mo orders concerning No. 8. 


Meet on Sharp Curve. 


Fat a speed of fifty miles an hour and round- 
ing a sharp curve, No. 9 crashed into No. 8, 
running forty-five miles an hour. 

So great was the impact from the two 
flying trains that the two engines reared up 
like two animais in combat and crushed the 
boilers like shells. The cars immediately. in 
the rear rushed upon the mass of heated 
iron and piled up in a tangled mass. 

The wreckage caught fire at once. The 

flames, followed by the oll from the broken 
tanks of the engines, quickly communicated 
to the cars, and theywhole mass was soon on 
fire. Those who were able to escape from the 
cars in the rear of the ¢reina quickly came to 
the rescue. 
Smoke from the burning oil and care as 
well as escaping steam blinded all those who 
got near the flames. Nven in the face of all 
these obstuctes the passengers and trainmen 
who were able to be of any sérvice whatever 
rendered noble aid to the wounded. Many 
of these were quickly removed and taken to 
places of safety at the sides of the tracks. 


Streams of Burning Oil. 

It is declared by passengers who were 
brought to Tucson on the relief train that oil 
from broken tanks ran in streams down each 
side of the track. When this inflammable 
fluid took fire it rendered efforts at rescue 
dificult and dangerous, for the mass of 
wreckage was heated to a white heat by the 
intensity of the fire. 

A Pullman sleeper on the rear of train 
No. 8 was detached by the force of the col- 
lision and ran down the grade intg Tucson, 
crashing into a switch engine. Both the en- 
gine and sleeper were damaged to a consider- 
able extent. The arrival of the runaway 
sleeper was the first news of the wreck to 
reach Tucson, although it had been stated 
‘that Operator Clough at Valls, learning of 
his fatal error, when No. 9 departed told the 
dispatcher’s office at Tucson that a wreck 
would occur. 

Soon after the Pullman car ran into Tucson 
a brakeman arrived from Vails bringing 
news of the wreck. His report said that the 
dead would number from thirty-five to forty. 


Special Train Carries Relief. 

A relief train was quickly made ready and 
Dr. Fenner, the railroad surgeon at this 
point, with two assistants, was hurried to 
the scene. They found a terrible state of 
confusion existing about the scene. 

Men and women were running to and fro 
in a panic, some clad only in their night 
clothes, others in different stages of undress. 
Many of these were suffering from slight 
injuries. The surgeons rendered every aid 
possible under the circumstances. 

Sixteen of the worst injured were put 
aboard the relief train and brought to Tuc- 
son, where they were made as comfortable 
as possible at the railroad hospital. Six of 
these were seriously Injured and are not ex- 


Capitalist Burned to Death. 

One of the saddest scenes of the wreck was 
the burning to death of H. M. Hilton, a 
wealthy capitalist of Cambridge, Mass. F. 
8. Glidden and Hilton were traveling to- 
| gether when the collision occurred. They 
were seated tdgether in the smoker. 

The force of the collision threw Gitdden 
through a window and two feet from the 
car. When he recovered his senses he went 
in search of his companion and found him 
i pinned down among the burning wreckage 
with no possible way of escaping.

“My investigations convince me that the 
railroad men have become vietims of this 
terrible habit,” said Mr. Bodemann while 
before the grand jury and many wrecks 
that have occurred could be traced to the 
use of this drug.” 
Yesterday Mr. Bodemann went further and 
said: 
“ Railroad men are not allowed to drink. 
They fear to break this rule, for the odor 
of liquor would soon lead to detection. So, 
in seeking a substitute, many of them have 
become cocaine fiends. The stuff is easily 
carried concealed in their pockets, and can- 
not be detected until the user has been for 
‘a long time addicted to it. And to the shame

FIVE THOUSAND ANIMAIS IN 
BROOKLYN LIVE ON IT. 


Veterinary There Mixes Some Grain 
and Chopped Up Hay with Syrup 
with Decided Success — Good for 
Tired Beasts Who De Net Chew 
Their Food Properly After Hard 
Day’s Werk — Aids — 
Assimilation. 


New York, Jan. 28—([Special.}—Between 
4,000 and 5,000 horses in Brooklyn are being 
fed, on molasses because it is cheaper and 
better than oats. This interesting and sur- 
prising statement was made by Dr. George 
H. Berus of the Berns Veterinary hospital, 
in Brooklyn. We ure using molasses as a 
food for horees extensively,” said Dr. Berns, 
“mot only in my own hospital but ine num- 
der of stables under our care professionally 
I find R a most nutritious and digestibie food 
for hard working draft animals. 

Horses in harness from twelve to four- 
teen hours a day donot take time to masti- 
cate and properly prepare dry oats and 
other dry ‘cdder, and the result {ts that the 
most of ik is not digested or assim#ated. 

“Therefore, they receive little nutritive 
value from their food. Oats must be con- 
verted into starch and starch must be-con- 
verted into «glucose and sugar before they 
can possibly be digested and assimilated. 
As our animals, by reason of fatigue from 
overwork and excessive hunger, do not take 
time properly to masticate and salivate their 
food it enters their stomachs in an indigesti- 
ble condition end causes fermentation, gas- 
tric disturbances, and cotics frequently. 


Makes Fodder Digestible. 


“ Molasses, if properly diluted and mixed 
with cut hay, bran, and meal in proper pro- 


for assimilation the moment it enters the 
mouth. Its nutritive value is, therefore, 
quite apparent. 

“T have been fecdiig on molasses about 
100 horses of a sugar refinery for nearly two 
years. The cost is about 33 per cent less 
than the old system of feeding.“

The doctor maintained that not only was 
molasses 33 per cent cheaper than oats, but 
that it caused no digestive disturbances, and 
that horses fed on molasses would lay on 
flesh faster than when fed on oats. 


HAS BILL FOR “HEALTH DAY”; 


Measure Introduced in Utah aun 
Makes a Legal Holiday for the Pur- 
pose of Disinfecting Houses.

Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 28 —[ Special. 
“Health day ie the name of a new legal 
holiday created by a bill introduced in the 
legislature today. By its provisions the first 
Monday in October is to be the signal for a 
general cleaning up. On this day every per- 
gon in the state must clean and disinfect 
thoroughly dwelling houses, stores, theaters, 
public halls of all kinds, and, in fact, every 
building frequented by people. 

City councils, town boards, and county 
commissioners are instructed to enforce the 
law, and there is a penalty of $50 for failure 
on the part of any person to clean up and 
disinfect as provided. It is made the duty 
of the state board of health to prescribe the 
disinfectants to be used, and the local au- 
thorities must make inspections and prose- 
cute any person who fails to make a thorough 
of it. 

The sponsor for the measure is Representa- 
tive William E. White, a former Colorado 
man, who came into prominence as one of 
the leaders in the fight against the election 
of Apostle Smoot to the senatorship. The 
bill has met with considerable favor among 
the legislaters and it is said to stand a good 
show of becoming a law. 

“I believe such a measure as thie will be 
a great help toward preventing disease, de- 
clared Representative White. It will also 
educate the people along sanitary lines.”

Venezuela to Pay $14,000,000. 

Minister Bowen still declines to discuss the 
details of his plan until the blockade has 
been raised. Late this afternoon, however, 
he gave out a brief statement of the dipio- 
matic debt of Venezuela and the methods for 
ite future adjustment. 

In round numbers this debt amounted on 
Dee.- 31, 1901, to $14,000,000.

The state de- 
partment did not preafrange the affair, but 
contented itself with imposing restrictions 
in consonance with the Monroe doctrine. 


, Apologies Are Not Accepted. 

It is immaterial whether the first sugges- 
tion for joint action came from England in 
July, or even in February, 1902. What can- 
not be denied by the ogists for the Bai-

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RUSSIA FORMS NEW für 


PROTECTION OF NATIONAL INDUS- 
TRIES IS SOUGHT. 


Official Announcement Says There Is 
No Intent to Strike at Other Gev- 
ernments and Duties Will Not Be 
Used for Bargaining with Powers— 
Date for Putting Into Force the 
Schedules Is Not Announced, but Is 
Left te the Minister of Finance. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 28.—A new gen- 
eral customs tariff, to which imperial sanc- 
tion was given Jan. 26, was published today. 
An official memorandum accompanying it 
explains that Russia has followed the ex- 
ample of other states in view of the im- 
of her commercial trea- 


The new tariffs have been elaborated; says 
the memorandum, with special regard to the 
protection of national industries, but there 
has not been any idea, by an artificial rais- 
ign of rates, of securing a means of bar- 
gaining with other powers, because such a 
Weapon would cut both ways. 

The alterntions in the existing tariff have 
been made with the utmost circumspection, 
and strictly in accordance with the changes 
in economic conditions and international 
competition. Many duties have not been 
changed, but new classifications and greater 
specialization have been introduced. 


Date Not Specified. 

A novel point in the promulgation of the 
new tariff is that the date on which it will 
be put in operation is not specified, it being 
left to the minister of finance to obtain the 
imperial sanction to put the tariff into force 
at any time. 

In the norma! course the new tariff will 
come into force on the expiration of the 
existing treaties or on the conclusion of new 
ones, but the possibility is not excluded of 


an earlier application of the new tariff, ne- 


cessitated by changes in industrial condi- 
tions or by the action of foreign govern- 
ments. 

Austria’s New Tariff. 

VIENNA, Jan. 28.—The complete new tariff 
was laid before parliament today. Of the 
principal changes interesting to the United 
States are the following: 

Cotton yarns—Raised 50 per cent. Finest 
woolen articies—Increased 33 per cent. 

Leather—Increased 20 to 50 per cent. Shoes 
—Increased 20 to 80 per cent. Fancy leather 
goods—Duty trebled. 

Raw tobacco—Formerly $10, raised to $24 
per hundred kilograms (about 267 pounds). 

Textile machinery—Increased 50 to 100 per 
cent. 

Electrital dynamos and 
20 to 35 per cent. 

The duties on the finer electrical apparatus 
are doubled, and the duty on agricultural 
machinery is raised 20 per cent, with the 
exception of steam plows and thrashers, the 
duty on which is not changed.

Blanket of Moisture Again Envelops 
Chicago and Vicinity, the Result Be-

Another day of dense fog was fraught 
with death and disaster in Chicago and 
vicinity. In the city proper the fog was 80 
heavy throughout most of the day that sur- 
face cars and elevated trains were delayed 
on all lines, while the steam railways made 
little efforts to adhere to their schedules, 

The most serious accident was near La 
Fox, III., just the other side of Aurora. Here, 
owing to the density of the fog, a work train 
on the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
crashed into the rear of a cattle train, kill- 
ing four men and injuring a dozen more.

Victims Brought to Chicago. 

A relief train was sent to the scene or 
the wreck at once, and all of the injured were 
brought to Chicago to be cared for in St. 
Luke's hospital. It was said last night that, 
with the possible exception of Mr. Lyman 
and Mr. Johnston, all probably would re- 
cover. 

All of the injured, as well as those who 
were killed, were stockmen. They were rid- 
ing in the caboose of the train that was 
telescoped, and were in charge ef one of the 
largest consignments ofeattle shipped to 
the Chicago market this year. 

Many of the cattle in the stock train were 
killed, and others from the wreck- 
age and ran wild in the vicinity of La Fox, 
which is forty-one miles from Chicago. 


Fog Causes Another Wreck. 


Another train wreck which was charged to 
the fog occurred early in the morning at 
Taylor avenue and Harrison street, South 
Oak Park, when a cattle train on the Chicago 
Great Western collided with a Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul cattle train. Two cars 
were wrecked, a locomotive was put out of 
commission, and a number of cattle were 
killed, but the men on the trains escaped 
injury. | 

More Fog Today, Maybe. 

And the end is not in sight, so far as Chi- 
cago is concerned. At the weather bureau 
it was said last night that the fog has en- 
joyed its visit so much that it may decide to 
stay over another day. 

Fog. said the forecaster, is nothing 
more or less than a rain cloud lowered, and 
just now the great lakes region, as well as 
Missouri and Iowa, are having these rain 
clouds in abundance. So far as conditions in 
Chicago are concerned the air currents for 
the lake are meeting the air currents from 
the land, and the temperature of the con- 
flicting currents is such that the molsture 
hangs in a blanket above the dew point. 

„Outside Chicago the generally wet con- 
ditions are responsible for the fog. |

“James B. Howard ot Clay county fired the 
shot that killed William Goebel,” said Henry 
E. Yotitsey, serving a life sentence in the 

Kentucky penitentiary, in his confession as 
to his knowledge as to the conspiracy which 
ended in the assassination of Goebel on Jan. 
30, 1900. 

Youtsey says that he and Howard were the 
only persons in the private office of the sec- 
retary of state, that the blinds were pulled 
down, and that he pointed Goebel out as he 
‘came through the statehouse gate with Jack 
Chinn and “Eph” Lillard. 

He names William S. Taylor, Charles Fin- 
ley, Caleb Powers, John L. Powers, William 
H. Culton, Wharton Golden, and W. J. Da- 
vidson as conspirators with him, and while 


others had guilty knowledge these men con- 


spired with him and aided, and abetted, and 
advised Goebel’s death. 3 


Howard Hired to Fire Shot. 

On Jan. T. after Tallow Dick Combs 
and Mason. Hockersmith, negroes, notified 
Youtsey that they were not willing to do the 
shooting, acting Gov. Taylor dictated a let- 
ter to Jim Howard. The letter was written 
by Youtsey and contained instructions from 
Taylor for Howard to come to Frankfort at 
once, that his pardon for the murder of 
George Baker awaited him. 

The letter instructed Howard to report td 
Henry E. Youtsey in the state auditor's 
office and to present the letter to Youtsey, 
which he did. 

Youtsey told Howard that ff he would do 
the killing Taylor would not only pardon him 
for the murder of Baker, but also for the 
murder of Goebel and would give him $1,600 
besides. Howard agre 

Howard examined the three guns left in 
the secretary of state’s office, weighed them 
with great care, and inquired about the 
sights, and selected the rifile, with the 
smokeless powder and steel bullets which 
Youtsey had borrowed from Grant Roberts. 
Howard laid two pistols on the window sill, 

Howard kneeled and sighted Goebel as he 
walked along and fired. Goebel fell mor- 
tally wounded and Howard fired four sho 
with pistols. ; 

Taylor Glad of It. 

Youtsey ran from the office to the executive 
office, going around through the basement, 
and told Taylor Howard had killed Goebei, 
Taylor was greatly excited, but was glad 
Howard had done his work. - 

Taylor delivered the $1,600, which had been 
collected by the republican committee for 
the contest, to Youtsey, and he paid it to 


Howard.

Horrors of the Evil. 

The hold that cocaine obtains upon those 
who become addicted to its use leads the vic- 
tim to go to almost any extreme to procure 
the drug. The misery of morphine eaters 
who are without means to buy the drug is 
said to be npthing compared to that of a 
cocaine user who is without his supply of 
the nerve destroying stimulant. 

The nervous system comes to demand the 
stimulant,” said Dr. F. W. Wood, 3901 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue. In the hospital the 
patient’s first days border on insanity. The 
craving is one that hardly can be quited 
by the use of other stimulants. There must 
be an entire adjustment of the system be- 
fore the patient can hope for relief.

TELLTALE MARK ON THE NECK OF 
JAMES KILROY.

Mam Accused of Killing Harry Ferris, 
the Nonunion Foreman, Is Recog- 
nised by a Physician as His Proba- 
ble Patient on the Morning of the 
Crime—State Contends the Dying 
Vietim Fired the Shot That, Caused 
Wound—Another Line of Inquiry. 


A sear, apparently from a bullet wound, 
wiil be made use of by the state in an effort 
to prove that James Kilroy shot and killed 
Harry Ferris, a nonunion foreman, during 
the strike of the John A. Gauger & Co. plant 
on March 24, 1900. 

Yesterday Dr. M. A. Weisskopf practically 
identified Kilroy as the man whose wound 
he dressed an hour after the shooting of 
Ferris, He said the man applied to him for 
treatment and gave his name as Kilroy. 
Ferris, the state expects to prove, drew his 
own revolver as he fell and fired one shot, 
the bullet taking effect in Kilroy’s neck, 
which is the location of the scar. 


Story of the Physician. 


Dr. Weisskopf's story, as told to State’s 
Attorney Deneen yesterday, was as follows: 
A man came te my office, which is near 
the scene of the shooting, early that morn- 
ing and asked me to dress a bullet wound 
in his neck. It wasa recent wound, and the 
bullet had cut through the lower part of 
the tongue.” I asked him how he was in- 
jured, and he answered: 

“*That’s none of your business. You 
dress the wound; that’s all I want of you.’ 
Just then two patrolmen passed the 
door, and.I said:

_# Procession Marches to Stage.

Ames, Prescott, Keen, and Kirk, the recip- 
jents of the honorary degrees, and the deans 
of the Northwestern schools of law, medicine, 
defitistry, and pharmacy. 

Alumni, students, and friends of the uni- 
yersity comfortably filled the Auditorium.

Address by President Hadley. 


Following these exercises, President James 
_introduced President Hadley, who spoke on 
The Place of the Professional Schoo! in 

the Modern American University.“ He con- 
trasted the English and German  univer- 
sities and declared that American univer- 
sities should steer in a middle course, avoid- 
ing the extreme practicalism of the German 
and the extreme idealism of the English in- 
stitutions. 

“There are two conceptions of a univer- 
sity,” he said, the German and the Eng- 
lish. The German regards it primarily as a 
group of professional schools. It has its 
three faculties, devoted to the ‘learned’ 
professions of theology, law, and medicine, 
and a fourth faculty, which until the last 
century, was a sort of college of arts, in- 
tended to prepare the pupil for the pro- 
fessional schools, but which has now become 
a faculty of philosophy, intended for the 
training of teachers and investigators. To 
an institution which has these four faculties 
the German gives the name ‘ university ’; to 
one which does not possess them he denies 
the right to the name. 

“ Opposed to this is the English concep- 
tion, which takes little or no account of pro- 
fessional training. In the opinion of those 
Who hold the English view, professional 
schools are mere accidents of university de- 
velopment rather than its essential features. 


Suggestion for American Schools. 


“I do not believe that either of these views, 
in its extreme form, is correct. I would not, 
indeed, deny the title university to an insti- 
tution which was successfully conducted 
either on the old English model or on the old 
German model; but I believe that in each 
Case it would fall short of the full realiza- 
tion of what a university can be and ought 
to be. 

“If it consists almost entirely of profes- 
sional schools it tends to lose that spirit of 
idealism which is important at all times, and 
never more so than in America today. It 
becomes practical in the bad sense of the 
word rather than in the good one. 

It is essential to the future of the nation 
that there should be men who look at the 
Service rather than the return—men with 
whom things of sentiment count for just as 
much as things of business; and it is perhaps 
the highest duty of the university, in its 
teaching of science and letters, of morality 
and of religion, to cultivate this way of 
looking at things. If it fails to do this it will, 
in an old country like Germany, become 
imbued with the spirit of officialism; in a 

Rew country like America with that of com- 
mereialism. 

“On the other hand, a university of the 

type is likely to fall into idealism 


_ & the bad sense of the word. Without the 


itfusion of a strong element of professional 
Study into the university life, this danger be- 
Wes a serious one. It is the duty of a uni- 
Wisity to teach disinterested service. If its 
Sifosphere becomes exclusively professional 
Itteaches service but not disinterestedness; 
fit becomes exclusively nonprofessional it 
teaches disinterestedness but not service. It 
our problem to combine the two. 


Gives the American Ideal. 
“Fortunately, the American university 
„80 far as it has been formed, recog- 
Riges the need of this combination. By the 
Middle of the nineteenth century a combina- 
tion of college and professional schools had 
become established as the typical American 
university. To this type all our leading in- 
itutions—denominational or general. public 
oF private—tended sooner or later to grav- 
Rate. We may regard it as settled by the 
logic of history that the American univer- 
Sity, for the present, at any rate, shall have 
h its schoo! of arts asa center of idealism 
and its several professional schools as 
Means of practical realization of the ideals. 
“It is only for the so-called learned pro- 
fessions of theology, law, and medicine that 
the preliminary course in college is any- 
Where required as an essential. I believe 
that this requirement is a mistake. It in- 
Volves an effort to perpetuate a distinction 
Which is contrary to the spirit of American 
institutions. Its tendency is to shut out boys 
Whose fathers have no money from the prac- 
dee of these callings. 
“I also believe that it will tend to lower 


Standard of our collegiate degrees. For. 


if we are to require a certain degree of all 


Candidates for law or medicine, we shall be 


under constant pressure to reduce the re- 
Girement for that degree to the minimum 
Which it is easy to exact of all. 
Let the preliminary examinations of our 
Professional schools be fixed as high as may 
be necessary, but let us not. in lieu of such 
al requirement, insist on preMminary res-

ILLINOIS COLLEGE 
WITH UNIVERSITY 


Formal: Announcement of Af 
filiation Made and Agree- 
ments Are Signed. 


HELPS SMALLER SCHOOL. 


Secures New Privileges and Ad- 
pyantages for Itself and 
Its Students. 


The affiliation of IHinois college at Jackson- 
ville with the University of Chicago was of- 
ficially announced yesterday afternoon at 
President Harper's office. The articles of 
affiliation, drawn up by representatives of 
the two institutions, were agreed to and 
signed on Tuesday at the meeting of the 
trustees of the university. 

The affiliation with the university is de- 
clared to be a rec ition of the excellent 
work done by the Jacksonville institution 
and to confer on it several material ad- 
vantages. 

The university agrees to offer its examina- 
tions at cost in all subjects taught in the 
college; to confer on the students passing 
these examinations the certificates and de- 
grees to which the student would be en- 
titled for similar work at the university; and 
to confer diplomas and degrees jointly with 
the college on students who complete at the 
university courses begun at Jacksonville. 


Grants Free Scholarships. 

The university furthermore promises to 
grant annually three scholarships, affording 
free tuition to students in the graduate 
schools who have taken their bachelor’s de- 
gree in the college, and to grant also free 
tuition to any of the college's regular in- 
structors taking special work at the uni- 
versity. 

Aside from these advantages in regard to 
studies and tuition the university agrees to 
use its power and influence as a purchasing 
agent to procure books and apparatus at 
cost for the college, and to loan when possi- 
ble books, journals, and even instructors.

sembly room on the second floor and were 
participated in by President Hadley, Dean 
Ames, Dean Albert B. Prescott, Dean W. 
W. Keen, President James, Dr. Robert D. 
Sheppard, and Judge Horton, who presided. 
The faculties of the university and a hun- 
dred guests were present. | 
In extending the greetings of Yale to 
Northwestern, President Hadley paid a com- 
pliment to Chicago and to western universi- 
ties. 
“The east regards Chicago as the univer- 
sity center of the west,“ he said. and it has’ 
looked with admiration on the wonderful 
development of the educational institutions 
here.” ‘Then he added facetiously: In 
some ways you surpass us. We have some- 
times attempted to into effect the 
scriptural teaching to turn swords into 


' plowshares, but we have never attempted 


to turn a hotel into a university.” 
President James Accepts Keys. 


President James, in accepting the keys of 
the building, said: 

„The completion of this building and its 
dedication to university purposes is an event 
full of the deepest significance and im- 
portance not only for those of us who are 
here today but for the community in which 
this institution is located, and the country 
which it serves. The creation and adminis- 
tration of this building represent in a strik- 
ing way the codperation between the two 
important factors in the life of every Amer- 
ican. university, the trustees, and the facul- 
ti 


es. 
„We have had striking evidence within the 
last four or five years throughout the coun- 
try that if we propose to enable our medical 
school to hold in the future the same high 
relative position it has held in the past, we 
must be prepared to expend money on its 
equipment, on its salary list, and on its 
libraries and laboratories in exactly the 
same way ‘as we expend money on a col- 
lege department, graduate, and technical 
schools. | 

„The day of the old form of proprietary 
professional schools has passed away. With 
the new era has come a change equally as 
remarkable in the attitude of the profession- 
al student toward the institution where he 
studies. The professional student, down to 
within a short time, looked on the profes- 
sional school as a place to buy something 
he wanted. He felt that his duty was done, 
fully satisfied, when he paid his money, in 
return for which he received certain instruc- 
tion. 
New Relation of University. 

„Now, the attitude is destined to grow 
more and more into that of a loving son. 
toward a cherishing mother—a feeling of in- 
debtedness on one side, a similar desire to 
do service on the other—a relation out of 
which will spring a higher ethical standard, 
a far more efficient professional equipment, 
and a far more idea! relation toward all one’s 
duties, inside and outside the university. 

“The relative advantages of universities 
located in small towns and in large cities 
have often been discussed. I presume such 
discussions will continue as long as some 
institutions are in great cities and some are 
in small towns. There are undoubtedly dis- 
tinct advantages associated with both types 
of institutions, and, so far as I can see, the 
only sensible thing for any institution to 
do is to exploit its particular advantages in 
such a way as to do the largest possible 
service to the community in which it is lo- 
cated. 

“I may say to the people of this com- 
munity who are interested in our welfare, 
and who are watching our development with 
sympathy, and who will come to our support 
in proportion as we do our duty, that we 
can pledge to them our best service not sim- 
ply in making this building the center of a 
great group of educational forces of every 
kind which shall serve this community but 
in erecting new buildings, in planning new 
departures, in extending still farther the 
facilities which we have erected and oppor- 
ng before us.”’

Oldest College in Illinois. 

Illinois college is closely identified with the 
first settlement of the state, being the oldest 
institution of the kind in Illinois. It was 
established in 1829 through the Influence of 
the famous Tale band of seven,“ which 
undertook to establish Christian education 
throughout what was then the far west. Its 
first president was the Rev. Edward Beech- 
er, one of the famous Beecher brothers, Its 
president now is Clifford W. Barnes, on 
whom was conferred the first degree of s- 
ter of arts granted by the University of Chi- 


cago. 

Illinois college has recently been brought 
into prominence by its successful effort to 
add to its endowment $200,000. The securing 
of this sum brings the productive endow- 
ment of the college up to $500,000. The 
achievement of the trustees in securing this 
money, and the honor conferred on the col- 
lege by its affiliation will be signalized to- 
morrow by a general celebration at Jack- 
sonville.

SIX KILLED 


IN EXPLOSION. 


Boiler in Alabama Foundry Blows Up 
Tearing Entire Place to | 
Pieces. | 


Anniston, Ala., Jan. 28.—A large boiler in 
the malleable foundry of the Southern Car 
and Foundry company blew up this morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock, killing six persons and in- 
juring probably twenty others, several of 
whom will die. 

The dead are all workmen in the foundry, 
three of them being white men and the rest 
negroes. 

One man, who was on top of the engine 
adjusting the piping when the accident hap- 
pened, was blown through the air for sixty 
feet, and another man was hit by a flying 
piece of the boiler while seventy feet away 
and instantly killed.

Concord, N. H., Jan. 28.—[{Special.}—The 
bill to prohibit the practice of Christian 
Science, introduced in the New Hampshire 
legislature yesterday, is today declared to 
have been instigated by the so-called “ reg- 
ular ’’ practitioners of medicine in this state. 
Its fate, of course, is problematical, but the 
fact that Mrs. Eddy, the mother of the 
Christian Science cult, has made her home 
here for years, and that Concord is on that 
account the mecca of the sect, makes it cer- 
tain that the scientists will make a desperate 
effort against its passage. 

The text of the bill, which was introduced 
by Mr. Abbott of Manchester, is: 

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful to practice 
Christian Science, faith cure, mind ng. 
or other like agencies in the ng of 
diseases. 

Sec. 2. Any person convicted of any of the 
practices mentioned in section 1 shall for the 
first offense be fined $50, for the second of- 
fense $100, and for each subsequent offense 
suffer imprisonment in jail for not less 
six months. 


Death Means Manslaughter. 

Section 3. In case any treated by any so- 
called Christian Scientist, faith cure or 
mind healer should die, and it is proved that 
, said death resulted or was hastened by fall- 
ure to call a regular physician, said Chris- 
tian Scientist, faith curist, or mind healer 
shall be deemed guilty of manslaughter and 
punished as the statutes provide. 

The bill was read twice and then referred 
to,the committee on the judiciary. Just when 
that committee will report upon it is uncer- 
tain, but that it will be the subject of lively 
debate when it is reported is assured. 


“Regulars” Behind It. 

That the proposed legislation has been in- 
stigated by the regular physicians of the 
state is thoroughly believed by the follow- 
ers ok Mother Eddy, and they are equally 
certain that the bill will not pass.

Engineer Who Is to Blame for Accident 
Not Expected to Live—Several 
Fatally Hurt. | 


New York, Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The total 
loss of life by last night’s wreck on the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey at Graceland, N. 
J., is now twenty. 

In addition to these Engineer Davis and 
Fireman McCarthy of the Philadelphia and 
Reading express, who are in the hospital at 
Plainfield, may die at any moment, and it is 
believed that several of the injured passen- 
gers cannot recover. 

The number of those known to be injured is 
upwards of fifty, of whom thirteen remain in 
the hospital. 

The blame for the accident is placed on W. 
E. Davis, engineer of the Philadelphia and 
Reading express, and according to Policeman 
Lurch, who took Davis from his engine, 
Davis admitted that he had taken chances 
and disregarded the danger signals displayed 
because he expected to see the red and green 
lights change to white as he neared them. 
They did not change, but it was too late to 
stop, and in an instant almost the crash 
came. 

The statement. made last night that it was 
a Royal Blue line express of the Baltimore 
and Ohio company whicH ran into the local 
express was erroneous. There was no Balti- 
more and Ohio train in the wreck. 


Collision on Tillinois Central.

opinion to the effect that congress can force 
the removal or lowering of the Chicago tun- 
nels, and that the national government will 
ineur no pecuniary obligations thereby.

Lincoln, Jefferson Davis, and Robert E. Lee. 
Charles Francis Adams lauded Gen. Lee for 


~ his “humanity in arms, that one attribute 


of his which, recognized in a soldier by an 
opponent, I cannot but regard as his surest 
and loftiest title to enduring fame.“ Mr. 
Henry Watterson eulogized Abraham Lin- 
coln and said of Jefferson Davis “ there 
never lived in this or any other land a nobler 
gentleman and a knightlier soldier. 

Gen. Lee was the foremost soldier of the 
confederacy. He was the man whose mili- 
tary skill forced the north to pour out blood 
and money in unstinted measure. Yet north- 
ern men concur in Mr. Adams’ praises of 
him. They are not offended by Mr. Adams’ 
assertion that some day a statue of, Lee 
built with popular contributions will be 
erected at Washington. A similer sugges- 
tion as to Jefferson Davis would meet with 
a different reception. No northern man 
speaks with kindly warmth of the civil 
leader of the confederacy. He was a civil- 
jan, while Lee was a soldier. All have 
greater admiration for the opponent who 
hazarded his life in battle and thus gave the 
most convincing evidence of his sincerity 
than for the civil leader who confronted no 
such dangers but may have been instru- 
‘mental in bringing about the appeal to arms 
which brought the soldier into the field. 

Jefferson Davis did not make the civil 
war. It was the product of causes which 
were in existence before he was born. Yet 
he was, in the eyes of northern men, and of 
southern men also, the embodiment of the 


. @onfederacy. He was greatly hated on the 


one side and greatly loved on the other. It 
is because he was the civil chief of the con- 


_ fedetacy that northern men are slow to 


recognize in him any good qualities, although 


he had them in abundance. He was a gal- 
Jant soldier in the Mexican war. He was 


_ \almost the best secretary of war the govern- 


| for this awful loss of life, Whether other 


ment has hed. He was an able and incor- 
ruptible senator. But he did hot, like Lee, 
Johnston, or Jackson, lead armies and dis- 
play brilliant though unavailing military 
ability. 
Wnile northern men praise southern gen- 
erals in the highest terms southerners are 
not given to praising northern generals. 
The reason is obvious. It is easier to recog- 
nize the merits of those whom we have over- 
come than of those who overcame us. The 
English speak more highly of Boer generals 
than the Boers of h generals, but the 
English have no kind ‘word to say of Kru- 
ger. There is no better evidence of Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s real greatness than the trib- 
utes paid to his memory by southern men. 
There is no question as to the genuineness of 
eulogy when it comes from the losing side. 


THE NEW JERSEY RAILROAD’ DISASTER. 
The most disastrous raſlroad accident of 
the new year occurred Tuesday night upoo 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey when 
a local passenger train telescoped from 
the rear by the Royal Blue express train 
which left Jersey City for Philadelphia a 
few minutes after the local, At last ac- 
coumts twenty-two persons were either 
killed outright or burned to death and still 
more were mutilated, some of whom may 
die. | 
These are the facts. The responsibility is 
clear. It rests im large part with the en- 
gineer of the Royal Blue by his own ad- 
mission, Perhaps the railroad officials are 
also to blame for not removing the least 
chance that the engineer could take the risk 
he did. The local train left New York at 
5:45, the express train fifteen minutes later. 
— local train run upon its customary 
traci’ there would have been no collision, 
but its track was blocked by a freight train 
and it was ordered to e the express 
train’s track as far as Dunellen, where it 
would take its own track. Even then all 
might have gone right, but the local train 
was delayed by a hot box. It did pot start 
until the time it was due at Dunellen, and 
the express, which usually pessed the local 
at a station farther down the line, crashed 
into it at full speed, with thie awful result 
already inentioned. No blame can attach to 
the conductor of the local train. Knowing 
that the express was behind he hung out 
the danger signal. The engineer of the 
express, who staid by hie engine and has paid 
the penalty of his rashness with his life, 
said: “I am responsible for the accident. 
I saw the danger signal, but expected it to 
tum white.” It is almost inconceivable 
that an engineer should deliberately neglect 
the warning of the danger signals and in- 
vite death for himself and his passengers. 
It is almost equally inconceivable that an 
engineer should éxpegt the red light to turn 
to a white one when he is near enough to 
see it and his tram is running sixty-five miles | 
an hour, and especially when this danger 
signal is on his own track, intima ting ‘the 
necessity of extraordinary precautions. Cer- 


tainly the engineer was printipally to blame 


empleyés of the company should not be 
blamed” for not taking extra precautions 
when the local] train was transferred from 
its customary track to the one on which 
the express was running and which 
the engineer of that train had every reason 
to suppose was free from other trains is a 
question yet to be answered. There is on 
the road an electro pneumatic automatic 
system of block signaling which was in 
working order. But too many precautions 
canmot be taken at a time when tracks are 
crowded with trains antl sudden changes in 
the manner of running them are made. 
The public will not accept the suggestion 
that occasional accidents such as the one 
on the Central Railroad of New Jersey must 
be accepted as a necessary incident in Amer- 
ican railroading. It will admit thet acci- 
dents may occur from causes which no 
human foresight can anticipate and guard 
against. The latest railroad horror is not 
one of them. It was due to the running of a 
train at a slower rete of speed ahead of one 
which was running et a h rate of 
speed. Then the inexplicable disobedience 
of orders by the engineer of the express 
tram brought with it deadly consequences. 
There is yet room for much improvement 
im the management of American railroads. 
There is too great a readiness to take chances 
and trust to luck, | 
There ie another feature of this disaster 
which invites serious attention. In this 
case, as in numerous others, many persons 
whose lives might have been saved and 
who might have been u even though 
injured, were burned to death. Has every- 
thing been done that can be done to minj- 
mise the havoc of fire in raijroad wrecks? It 
was a great improvement when steam heat- 
ing wes substituted for the old fashioned 
car stove, but even now fires are frequent 
accompaniments of railroed wrecks. They 
are too frequent.

CRIMINAL SALE OF COCAINE. 

The “ opium eater ” whose pale intellectu- 
ality floats before the public in a haze of 
dreamy wordiness is an attractive creature. 
The “ dope fiend ” who skulke about sloppy 
corners in his quest for cocaine and who gets 
carted out to the bridewell is not attractive 
at all. It is in his name that the public will 
commend the attempt which is now being 
made to prosecute certain druggists who are 
suspected of having sold cocaine without re- 
quiring a physician’s prescription, 

In the bridewell report of 1900 Dr. G. D. 
Moore, city physician, said that the “ dope 
fend question was becoming serious, Opi- 
um, cocaine, chloral, and bromide were send- 
ing men and women out to the bridewell in 
a state of pitiable physical collapse. They 
weigh from 85 to 100 pounds, some mad, 
others half idiotic, with hundreds of scars 
and abscesses frequently covering the entire 
body, caused by the unclean condition of the 
skin and hypodermic needle. We treat them 
and send them out in two or three months 
weighing from 150 to 185 pounds.” 

Then comes the most irra tional and exas- 
perating feature of our present system of 
treating such cases. “ The majority return 
in from two to four months, the same old 
wrecks.” This is the consequence of having 
so short a term of confinement that eradica- 
tion of long established habit is impossible. 
With a longer term more might be done. 
How does the habit begin? “ Usually,” says 
Dr. Moore, it begins with a desire to re- 
lieve pain or induce sleep. Some acquire the 
habit through ‘hitting the pipe’ for fun. 
Others acquire it through the use of some 
so-called catarrh remedies, made up princi- 
pally of cocaine.“ When such persons find 
that the habit has got beyond their control 
the result is “‘ discouragement, despondeney, 
despair, Ill health, due to suppression of the 
secretions, followed by functional disturb- 
ances, malnutrition, nervous exhaustion, 

and emaciation, Incapable of rational or 
connected thought, they cease to be respon- 
sible beings.” 

There are two persons, however, who cer- 
tainly are responsible. Those two persons 
are the patent medicine manufacturer who 
puts powerful drugs in his compounds and 
the drug dealer. Dr. Sceleth, house physi- 
cian at the bridewell, simply asseverates 
what is a matter of common knowledge when 
he says: “ The ease with which opiates are 
now purchased in certain markets in this 
city, the same being sold without doctors’ 
prescriptions and in quantities as small as 
5 cents’ worth, some druggists even admin- 
istering the ‘ shot’ where the patient is un- 
able to purchase a syringe, is responsible, to 
my mind, for the steadily increasing number 
of drug users.” Such a condition of affairs

Petersburg fifty years ago, and who retired 
from the boards on becoming the wife of 
Duke Ernest of Wiirtemberg, an uncle of 
the present king of Wiirtemberg. Curiousty 
enough, I never find any mention made of 
this union in the list of morganatic alliances 
of members of the reigning houses of Europe 
and of marriages between scions of royalty 
and members of the theatrical profession. 

The marriage took place some forty years 
ago at Hamburg with the sanction of the 
then king of Wiirtemberg, who shortly after 
the wedding conferred upon the woman no- 
biliary rank, with the name of Frau von 
Grunhof, the latter being the name of an 
estate belonging to Duke Ernest of Wiir- 
temberg. 

The duke died shortly before the outbreak 
of the » ranco-Prussian war, leaving an only 
daughter by this marriage, who, I believe, 
was for a time a professional concert singer 
and who is now the wife of baron von Keu- 
del, former German ambassador at Rome 
and one of the most faithful and devoted of 
the secretaries of the late Prince Bismarck, 
one whose marvelous piano playing was in- 
variably called into requisition by the old 
chancellor's wife and children when his 
nerves and temper got the better of him. 
Indeed, Baron Keudel, whom the Bismarck 
boys used to call “‘Auntie Keudel,“ by reason 
of his ladylike ways, used to play before the 
old prince like David before King Saul, and 
with the same object in view.

SAGGING TENDENCY OF FOREIGN 
| EXCHANGE A SURPRISE 


ald to Be Due to a Liquidation of For- 

 gign Indebtedness and the Pressure 
for Foreign Remittances Has 
Ceased — Our Borrowings Abroad 
Are Now Small—Leaders in Stock 
Market Are Letting It Drift—Gen- 
eral Financial New.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A mat- 
ter that is beginning to attract a good deal 
of attention is the sagging tendency of for- 
eign exchange. This is a development that is 
confounding a great many prophecies about 
gold exports, and is surprising to the great 
majority ot market observers. The pecu- 
linrity of the phenomenon is that it should 
occur while rates for the use of money here 
have fallen so low, and while our merchan- 
dise exports are net notably increasing. 
Competent authorities explain it by saying 
that the liquidation of our foreign indebted- 
mess at the end of last year was much more 
extensive than is generally known—so large, 
indéed, that our borrowings abroad are now 
only a small percentage of what they were, 
and that pressure for foreign remittance has 
therefore ceased. If this is the case, a new 
factor of great importance must enter into 
ali considerations of the future of the stock 
market. |

29 cents a pound; this week we are paying 
26% cents. Eggs cost us 25 cents, and we 
are retailing them at 27 cents a dozen.” 

The manager of A. A. Kneger’s store, 801 
West Madison street, said: “ This talk ofa 
combination is nonsense. I know of no de- 
crease in the wholesale prices of butter and 
eggs. We'sell the best butter at 30 cents a 
pound and fresh eggs at 28 cents a dozen.“ 

J. H. Black of the Hyde Park Hotel gro- 
cery, 5114 Lake avenue, aid: All a man 
has to do to aseure himself there is no un- 
derstanding among the retail grocers is to 
make the rounds and get the different prices 
of different merchants. Butter at 27 cents 
and eggs at 22 cents are the lowest wholesale 
prices we have paid for the best quality of 
these articles. We sell the butter at 31 cen 
and the eggs at 25 cents.“ 


Sells on Close Margin. 

F. C. Foss, 1185 Milwaukee avenue, said: 
“ Mr. Purceli can buy all the butter he wants 
at a retail price that s only one cent above 
the wholesale price. Last week I paid 27 
cents for Elgin creamery butter and Sold it 
at 28 cents. I retailed eggs at 27 cents last 
week, and on Monday of this week I paid 
24 cents for eggs.” 

When shown the above statement yester- 
day Mr. Purcell said: “ i think my statement 
in THE TRIBUNE was a fair one, and if any 
one questions it I would refer him to the 
wholesalers and the consumers.“ 


Wholesaler Reviews the Market. 


F. M. Heggie of Lepman & Heggie, 221 
South Water street, reviewing the wholesale 
market of last week, said: 

Fresh eggs opened at 24 cents a dozen on 
Monday and closed at 22 cents on Saturday. 
This week eggs have gone down to 21 cents, 
and I expect to see them go to 20 cents ina 
day or two. The best butter has been selling 
at about 24 cents a pound during the last 
two weeks, and inferior grades in proportion. 

My experience with grocerymen is that 
they do not drop their prices when the whole- 
sale price drops, but keep the old price till 
they have disposed of all goods on hand. On 
the other hand, when the wholesale price 
rises, they at once put up the prices in pro- 
portion to the wholesale increase regardless 
of the price paid.

Surveys have been completed by the St. 
Louis and San Francisco railroad company 
that will give it the shortest lines between 
Chicago and St. Louis. The proposed.line, — 
is Claimed, will be two miles shorter than the 
Chicago and Alton. It will shorten the 
present route of the Chftago and Eastern IIli- 
nois, via Danville, twenty-three miles. 

The cutoff, which leaves the main line at 
Woodland, makes a bee line to Villa Grove, a 
distance of sixty miles. The surveyor states 
that there will be but two short curves on the 
line, and these are made to avoid streams. 
The country traversed is as level as a 
meadow, and no bridges of any consequence 
will have to be built, except the one over 
North Fork, and it will mot be more than a 
one span affair. 

The line will cross the Wabash at Sidney, 
the Lake Erie and Western at Rankin, the 
lllinois Central near Penfield, and the Big 
Four at Ogden. The sole purpose is to get a 
direct route from Chicago to St. Louis with- 
out any regard to stations and towns. 


Railway Equipment Combine. 


It is said that promoters haye been at work 
for some time perfecting plans for a merger 
of fifteen of the largest railway equipment 
companies in the United States. The merger, 
it is claimed, would have been completed 
before now but for the fact that the Chicago 
Railway Equipment company up to this time 
has declined to enter the combination. The 
capital stock of that company is $2,500,000, 
and it does so large a business that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to have it in the com- 
bine in order to make it successful. 

B. B. Lee, general manager of the Chicago 
company, is said to be one of the promoters 
of the proposed merger, but he is claimed to 
be unable to get the stockholders of his com- 
pany to go into the combine. 


New Engines for the Santa Fe. 


The Baldwin Locomotive works has just 
turned out two locomotives with petroleum 
burners. They will be delivered to the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fé in a few days. 
In place of a tender a tank is connected with 
each engine for the fuel supply. The tank 
is as large as an ordinary box car and is said 
to hold a supply that would run a train 300 
miles. The drive wheels are 6 feet 4 inches 
in diameter. The engines are for passenger 
service. 


C. T. Dike, chief engineer of the Iowa di- 
vision of the Chicago and Northwestern, has 
been transferred to the Wiscensin division 
as chief engineer, with headquarters at Chi- 
cago. Barton J. Sweatt, chief engineer and 
superintendent of bridges and buildings of 
the lowa and Minnesota divisions, has been 
transferred to the lowa division as chief en- 
gineer, with office at Boone, Ia. 

W. E. Dauchy, chief engineer of the Rock 
Island, has resigned, the resignation to take 
effect Feb. 1. His successor has not yet been 
chosen. 

Transportation Notes. 

The Burlington gave notice yesterday of its 
intention of accepting the $8 basing rate 
from Chicago to St. Paul in connection with 
the one way settlers’ rates to northern Min- 
nesota and North Dakota points during 
March and April, as requested by the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific, and Soo line. 

The principal railroads of the country,have 
appropriated $254,000,000 for improvements 
and extensions, and contracts have already 
been awarded for most of the work. These 
figures are not confined to improvements to 
be finished this year.

City in Their Contest with the 
Telephone Company.

DEPOSED BROKERS FILE SUITS. 


Charles Waite and Robert H. Thorburn 
Seek Damages of $100,000 
Each. 


Charles Waite and Robert H.

Philadelphia. Pa., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Charges that the operators themselves are 
responsible for the restricted output of the 
anthracite mines were formally made before 
the strike commission today by Clarence 
Darrow, attorney for the miners’ union. 
Mr. Darrow asked that the commission sum- 

mon the presidents of the coal companies 
before them to, testify on the matter. He 
ciaimed to have evidence from the bitu- 
minous fields to prove bis assertion that the 
owners of the mines are to blames and not 
the union. 


Taken Under Consideration. 


Chairman Gray announced that the matter 
would be taken under advisement. In case 
the operators are not put on the stand, Mr. 
Darrow said he has a number of letters he 
received from the large operators and the 
governors of several soft coal states bearing 
on the workings of the hard coal combine. 
He desired to have some re ntatives of 
that district appear before the committee to 
give information concerning trade agree- 
ments. If this could not be done the miners’ 
union would like to have the letters read be- 
fore the commission. The demand resulted 
in a lengthy discussion between Chairman‘ 
Gray, Lawyer Dickson, counsel for the inde- 
pendent operators, and Mr. Darrow.
